The , 
nationalistic'spirit is keen there, es-1 
pecially in Silesia, the population of 
which is threatening never to give In 
to the Poles. 
Germany, it is said, 


has no intention of resisting the appli- • 
cation -of the treaty conditions in the 


,4Uwest but in the east there appears to J 


be every possibility of bloodshed- 


This agitation in the east seems to> 


an outside observer as particularly. 
futile since even if a plebiscite were! 
granted in the corridor to be given' 
Poland there is every likelihood the 
vote would go against the Germans.

ment feels that it could use the pleb-' 
iscite as proof to the people that the 
principle of 
self-determination 
had. 


been fully carried out and that there 
was nothing left to do but submit to 
the win of the people and accept the 
terms. 


The economic and food situation in 


Germany obviously is such that the 
country could not hold long against 
re-application of the allied blockade 
and there are many predictions that 
if the delegates refused to sign, and 
the blockade were clamped on again 
there would be 
an 
upheaval 
that 


would sweep the present government 
from power.
